Following are the sections of the 
will of the late W. A. Wilgua be- 
queathing hia aahrta to Mm eity of 

Hopkinsvillo: 

"Section 5. 1 bequeath all of my 
property whatsoever tolba beloved 
city of Hopkinsville, Ky., for the £o!e 
and exclusive purpose of purchasing 
pobUe pkygrounds for the white chil- 
dren only of the aakl city of Hopkina- 
ville, Ky. 

"Section 6. I desire that all of my 
property shall be turned into one gen- 
anl ftnd aad aiid amount shall be 
maaagad and expended for as many 
pliy grounds as a commission of three 
selected from the school board may 
in their Judgmant deem proper to 
purchase. Thaae phy gronnda ahall 
be deeded by said commission select- 
ed by the chairman of school board to 
the city of Hopkinsville, forever. " 

According to the terms of the will 
the chtiman of the achool board, W. 
A. Loqg, Is to narme a commission of 
three 'from the school board, ' ' who 
shall r^Ssaive the nHMfty in the name 
of the city and porehase the play 
grounds, as many as they "deem 
proper" and deed them "to the 9 
of HophinsvlUe. foravar.'.' No pro- 
vlskm la aaade far tba awhitaBancc of 
the play groands, which become pub- 
lic grounds of the city, except that 
their use is limited to white children. 
The qiMatu>ft of equipment is also in 
doaht, aineait lanotdaarttiat any 
part of the money can ba oaad for 
improving the grounds.

sesses all of the reqnirements for a 
public pby ground is along the river 
front. The city already owns both 
banks of the river north of Second 
street, with good sized lots on both 
sides of the stream. The land adja- 
cent on both sides can be purchased 
and the ur )unds created into Edge- 
water I^rk five years ago could be 
enfatrgad and inada into beautiful play 
grounds on both akles of the stream, 
with boating and bathing in the river 
when tita flaedgala af tba dam is 
closed.

British Make Another Ad- 
?aiice Directed Against 
Bapaime.

one half miles to a depth of a mile. 

North of the Ancre the left wing of 
tha Brntob in ttria parttenteroparation 

has bent back the German line on a 
front of about a mile east and north- 
: of O o m maeo urt and aomewhat 
straightened out the curve extending 
from Kszarts-les-Bucquoy to the re- 
gion northeast of Fuisieuz au Mont. 

Ito flw north of tMa region, in the 
vIdBity of Armentieres, SoMSh^z and 
NaliviUe-St Vaast and southwest of 
NeaVe Chapelle, the Germans threw 
forward raiding parties but all of these 
met with repulee, according to Lon- 
don, aaoapt in the Mat naaMd sector, 
where the Germans reached the Brit- 
ish trenches and made prisoner some 
of the occupants. 

Elsewhere on the line in France 
thara have been only artillery engage- 
ments which were especially severe 
in Champagne on the sectors of Mai- 
sons de Champagne, and Mausiges, 
and at vark>us points on both sklea of 
the Mense in the region of Verdan. 

The Turks evidently are being giv- 
en no rest by the British operating 
igainst them north of Bagdad along 
the Tigris river. After the capture of 
Bagdad Sunday, the British ■ cavalry 
kept on the heels of the retreating 
Turks and occupied the town of 
Haaimaa, five milea to the North, tak- 
ing more than 100 pri.soners. Gun- 
boats are prpceeduig up the river in 
pnraoitof thaTarka.

1 he figures are admittedly only 
approximate :in l in some instances 
necessarily several weeks oM. They 
are not called exact to any aensebut 
are known to be ao nearly so as to 
give a fairly reliable picture of die 
war's results. They depend for their 
accuracy tirst, on the official reports 
of the various IwliigarentB, which are 
cert inly minimum figures, and then 
on a careful rechecking with all avail- 
able autbci\tic information. 

The entente'a loasM are given as 
6,318,400 w against S,8M,M0 for the 
central empires. One reason for the 
great descrepancy between the two is 
believed to be relative unprepared- 
ness of the entente, the disastrous re- 
treats in France at the beginning of 
the war, in Russia freoi tbo Carpath- 
ians and in Rumania. 

Tbeeatente's dead the total 2,800, 
400 against 1,550,800 for the central 
empires; the entente wounded total 
l,f)7(),5O0 auainst <)2'J,000 for their 
enemies; and their captured and miss- 
tog l.tHS^nO against n2,aOO for the 
central empires. These losses are 
based upon the assumption that in 
Germany ninety per cent, of the total 
wounded are from the Franco-Bel- 
gian front.
